"Biennial liegislur," bettor known 
from Ibe c(dor of its binding as the 
"Blue Book," of wiiiidi the government 
purchased a small number of copies. 
Pond of American liislory, lie in time 
colleclod a large qiiaiilitv of rar<! books 
and ]>amidilols, many "f whii'li had 
been thrown away from the oxceiitivo 
departments as rulibidi, and purchased 
by him of tho dealers in waste i^aper.

Clair Citvrko, 
the Clerk of llie Home of lve[)resi'nt;i- 
tivus. This piiblicalion was a '■j'>b," 
whicli distributed conaiderablo sums of 
nioney, for a number of years, among 
the politicians at Wasliiii^lon, but il 
was tho only way in wliic.li Mr. Forco 
could carry out his plan, and he was 
not enriched by il. He was iiisliiu'l- 
ively a genlbjnian aiul a worthy disci- 
ple of Paust— tall, stalwarl, with a 
bushy head of hair and keen oyus, 
which would beam with joy when imy- 
ono brought him a rtin; aulonraph or 
pamphlet.

was a bravo and noble man, who did 
his iliilj on every ocea^inn, and did it 
well, lie never llinc. .ed, and while bo 
could, ho took even more than his share 
of liardsliips. So far from tliere being 
ill-feoliiig between liiui and Ureoly it 
wn.s llie revcrsn. Ho supported Grcely 
and w!is uiie of his favorite olfieers. 
Kislingbury and Connoll did most of 
the hunting, as tliey were the best 
shots. OiR'e, while liiinliuLr. Kislitii;- 
bury fell lliroiigh tho ice anil besides 
niiiluriiig himself gol himself thorough- 
ly wet, a most disastrous thing in liioso 
regions, lie crawled into the bag that 
w!»s his bod and endeavored to dry, 
which took him ."several days, and in so 
(loin::; c:uii;lil a si'vero cold. He would 
i:rawLoiiI in the sun when il was shin- 
ing in tlie (dl'ort lo warm himself. Ho 
rocuvored from the rupture biil bis 
slriMigtii never returned. One day, 
while out luiutiug he ran up a hill and 
camu buck quite exhausted, lie said 
ii.s lio sank ibnvn: 

"AVell, linvs. I ill ink Pve overdoiio 
mysell tills liiiu'.'' '1 bear wliieh he 
sluii li;ul l)e(!n e^arricii nil' on an ieo Hoe 
and lost, but Kislingbury, as delirium 
eani(( (>ii, seemed to think that il had 
been taken into cuuip. liu continually 
crioil: 

"(rod .snnl that bear. Providence 
.sent it. " 

He often spoke of liis boys and of 
liis frieiid.s in Diaroil and Windsor, 
.fust before he dii!d he sang llie doxol- 
og)'. While lying there he made a tin 
l)ox from lliu fruit cans, anil in tills box 
ho placed his wife's ring, the plants 
and uiinonils thuy had colleclod, ami 
said that lie wanted them buried with 
hlni, or sent to his boys, if the party 
was rescued when he died. lie wauled 
to bo bmieii in liio INorlh, wlieri! his 
trials !iiid suUerhigs had been. 

Kiiliugbiiiy was liie most religious 
man in the parly audheditl much good 
among the iiieu. Ho held servicBSOver 
thu d«>ad and jirayeil freijiiently with 
lilt! living. 

His last words were, "Aggie, Aggie," 
bis wife's name. 

Lioiil. (ireely and bis wife both knew 
Lieut. Kislingbury long before this ill- 
fated exixidition, nnd both spoke of 
him in tlie highest tei'm.t of praise. 

Among the party tbc-ro was the kind- 
lieM feeling. Mr. Chirk saw and talk- 
ed with all Ihe sav<'d, and they corrob- 
orated \vlinl (lieely said. OHieers and 
men shared the hnnlsliips alike. They 
slept together, nnd ale from tho same 
dish.

Tho wreUibeil, starvinir men had their 
iliitiv ji'lxf In ;;eiilnj^' up Ijui l<;o<niu bllla 
of fe.re. \\'liile tlii'v were living on 
seal.sk ins liie_\- wrote out hills of fare, 
many of wliieli are in Ivislingbiiry'.s 
journal. ICiieh diiy one of the men 
woukl write a lall of fare, pulling down 
the articles of luoil which he wouhl 
like to have, it must have been rather 
grim luiiuor when the starving men 
read of frieil oysters, oxtail soup, 
breaded chops, etc., as they look 
their siMliLy ralious. Tliesii terrible 
liarmacide feasts, howevi^r, ceaseil 
MS death began to thin the ranks. 

When Mr. (Jlark spoke to (jrooly 
about the remarks that had boon made 
in rcfereaco to the destruction of tbu 
bo.nl and the tailiiro lo make an elVorl 
to reiLidi the fmnl on Littleliin Island, 
tlr<,'ely said; "My (hjil! do yon think 
Ua-rii was any elloi L under heaven that 
was omitted hy nieii in our )>osilion to 
better our eomlilioiii' Tlio cnrrenl be- 
tween us ami LItllulon island rail six 
miles nil hour out to the open sea. Tho 
ohaii lud was full of fl'iating iceberg.s 
and floes over wliieh wt; would liavu

To establish the l i'^lit- 
ful position of our i)rovinei! will naturally 
bu our lirst endeavor. Xothin^' is so useful 
ilH publie: apineeiation to help those who 
bear the burd<'n ami the heat ol the day. 
It will be our part to rejiort, with eouinients. 
what is likoly to be luteresliug and useful 
to the public. We showed^ for instttuce, 
yesterday, on what the arguuieut rests, that 
British Columbia, with the other provinces, 
preserved its identity, notwithstanding con- 
federation. How neeessioy it is CO tUiVe 
pIfHr vi --;.« on tills point, ajtjiears from the 
oouversations betwi'cu tlu; judt,'( s of the 
tin) supreme court of Canaila and our at- 
torney-yeneral, at the lie^iunin^ of his 
aryunieut in the liijuor license ease. It is 
anticipated that the' cleci^■i.n: in that ease 
will favor the province; but, hitherto, the 
court has disclosed centrali/.iut; ami absorb- 
ing tendencies. It cannot be too strongly 
kept in luind that wo can never get buck 
what we may now relinipiish to Canada iu 
interpreting the constitution. The prov- 
inces have a common iuterost iu defending 
their rights. 



OUR FRIEND MR. DAVIN. 

There is some talk in Iho east of our 
friend Mr. Dnvin biMn^- si iit to the setlle- 
meut of Triuce .VIbi rt, in the Xortliwest, 
when he lias Iinished with the tdiiuese coiu- 
uilsHiou, to leiiort OH what J\ir. iiu i, ot 
former Maiiiloban notoriety, has been do- 
ing there lately amon^ the halt-breeds and 
other diseuiitented d.'iii/.eiis. Trince Al'hert 
is u flourishing settlement, but lacks some 
of the nttractious and stimulants to a 
pleasant performance of duty, which will 
connect Mr. Davin's memory with this 
place. Mr. Dovin has one f/iculty not com- 
monly attributed to poetasters— the faculty 
of rapid insight into complex social and 
political mutters.

insight might more corrtctly be described 
us a stcoiul or double sight.

COMMON 



There is now in session nt Washington an 
intoruational congress to ecmfer as to a com- 
mon meridian for the luiucipal maritime 
nations. It is by many tlioui^bl ilesiiable 
that all should have a coinmon mark by 
which to rcgulat(.' the pcjsitii >u or movements 
of ships at si-a. 'I'he point from which 
latitude is reckoned by mariners is thi' same 
uuiversidly; the questicjii now is as to the 
meridian in calculating longitude. This 
varies much among the nations. Great 
15ritain,for instance, as we all know, has the 
Greenwich imn-idian; the United States 
have the lueridiau of Washington. Tlii- 
j)robabilily is that 'he ciiiign-ss will scpai rdi' 
without agreeing. .Vitioual feelings may 
])revail over ('onside-ratioiis of convi nii'iiei>. 
J5ut we think it would ln' well, if at any 
rate the I'lnled States agreed lo adopt thi- 
Greenwich meridian. ( 'aii.-ul.'i alone du this 
continent has a larger territory than (he 
Unitod States, and » far larger marine. The 
change would bo lees than in the reverse 
case of Great Britain and her colonies 
adopting the meridian of Washington.

BLAINE ON THE CHINESE 
QUESTION. 



Mr. Blaine, the Kepublican candidate foi- 
the presidency, seems to be sound on the 
Chinese (|Ui^stioii. He thinks tliat tlie 
^Iong(diiiiis, if th<-y got a foothold, w.>uld 
iu time occupy domiiiantly,the wlioli' I'aeilic 
coast. Me ajjproves (rf their exclusion, and 
would refuse' citi/.eiishi|j ami voting power 
to those who remain. Tlia.t labor shonld 
be cheap, shonld not in his opinion be the 
object of the legislature. Practically, yel- 
low labor placed alongside white labor not 
ouly cheapens the latter, but throws an 
odious cast on it. The beef and bread niau 
must come dov.-ii to the l.'vel of the rice 
man. Mua who have degruded thi'niselv(!s 
or whose' institutions have ilegraded llieui, 
would inevitably degrade us if v,-e ]iermitted 
tiiem to lill up the country, and would 
throttle and iuqiair the prusperity of tlic 
Pacific coast. We agree with Mr. lilaiiio in 
every woril he says, and shall be glad if our 
legislature consider next session whether 
the land act should not be amondud to ex- 
clude Chinese from the right of pre-emp- 
tion. By occupying land tlioy kee]) out 
white families who would add to the social 
and political strength of the community,

a ahorter period than oiio year, but not

[irovided always that no licenso shall be 
granted to any person not before liconaod

Mr. Davie — No, my lord, by uiiotlior 
statute. 

tjtroiig, J. — That was a local discretion, 
amounting virtually to prohibition. 

Mr. Davio — Yes, niy lord, and 1 shall 
show further on tliat the right to pro 
liibit rests with tlie province. 

Mr. lietluuie — Was the revenue derived 
fnmi the li(|Uor trallie in those days used 
for c(jloiiial or municipal purposes i 

Mr. Davie — Kur colonial purposes; 
there were no municipalities at that time. 
I nu.\t come to the ISritish Oulumbia 
liiceiise ytatnte oi 1807 — 

Ritchie, C. J. All the provinces liiul 
the riglit to proluhiL. New liruuswiek 
did so one vear and afterwards repealed 
th . a';t. ■ ' 

Mr. Davie — 1 will u.so tliuso aUtiites to 
show that ao far ua liceuacs were con- 
cerned, it was a mutter of local option 
with the magistrates. 

Strong, J. — In the New Hrtinswick 
case the courts cuuiijelli'd the justices to 
ii-sue the licenses. 

Mr. lUirbridgo — The court was accus- 
tomed to compel the susaions to issue li- 
cenaea and exercise a reasonable discre- 
tion. 

Mr Davie — Tlieu, in 1871', the colonies 
of I'litish Columbia and \'aiiuuuver island 
passed a license urdiiiaiice: it is No. 7() of 
the revisetl statutes of Britisli (Joluiubia, 
section 5. The atatutes were rovised in 
1871, juat before confederation. The 
statute Itself was passed in 18G7. Section 
is as follows: — 

''No license shall lio granted to any 
piTsiui for tln! H.'de of wini!s, .snirit.'j. beer 
or other feruientetl or other intoxicating 
liipior by retail, uiilct.s upon the certili- 
catu 'if a justice of the jieace, which said 
certiticate shall be granted after spc^citio 
and public application iheiefor, and afier 
reasonable notice to such justice, to be 
given by the applicant, due regard being 
had in tlio £;rnntiiig by such justice of 
such certificate to the retiiiireinents and 
convenience of the public, and such cer- 
tificate may be i n t ho form in sclii'dule C." 

Then, subsequent to confederation, to 
iiliow what the opinion of the province was 
aa to the right to deal with thi.s matter, it 
being purely a mattter of local nature, we 
find the License Amending Act, 1871, 
passed by the I'ritiali Columbia legi.sla 
tiirc. It is No. '-'0 of "Jie I'ritiah Onluiu- 
hiu .Siatiites for that year, section i of 
which enacts as fellows: — 

"No license sliall bo granted for the 
sale of Willi's, spiiit.s, beer or other fer- 
iiuMilcd or intoxicating li(|U(ir in any 

ditiun to the rc<piireiiieiils and provision.s 
in that behalf of the Liceiiso Ordinance, 
loli7,) a petition or requisition for tlie 
graiiliiig of such licenses signed by at least 
t wo 1 liirds I. f tlio residents, other than 
Cliineaoor Indiiiri.s, over 21 years of age, 
of sitcli town, village or settlement, shall 
be pruacritud to the nuiijiatrate or m.igis- 
trates to whom the applicaticjij shall be 
made for the gr.-uitiug efsiicli license." 

Then llii-re are the .M iiniei|;al .Act of 
1872 ami ihc .Municipal Act of ISSl, with 
ilie provisions of which I shall not trouble 
your lordstiips further than remarking 
iliis--(lie provmco Imtided over to them 
for Municipal purii'ises the revenue deriv- 
ed frimi ridail ainl wlinh?,.iale liipior 
licelisirM. So that where we have in ISrit- 
isli Columbia iiiiiiiiui|iaiities :a all (and 
there are not a great many of them — the 
cities of Victoria, Now Wostuiinster and 
Nanainio, and some rural municipalities) 
the liquor liconsijhavo been handed over 
by virtue of the last statute I have re- 
ferred to, flU- the purpose of municipal 
revenue. 1 therefore say, especially when 
one c(uiica to ciuiaider llin laws of the 
other (irovinces which have been adverted 
to by my learned friends, wherever yi4i 
go in Itlnglish BjieakiiiL' eommiiiiities, take 
(Ireat I'.ritain :iiii| Ir. land, ihe l iiited 
States and the iiri)\'i nces of the Doiiiiuion, 
you find the subject of the liquor traflic 
is, and always liius been, recognized as a 
matter of local option. 

Now, further than that, without wish- 
ins; to be tiresomo at all, your lordshipw 
have of cour.se observed that iliii scope ot 
sulijects asHigiied to tlie iJoininiiui I'.irlia- 
iiieiit is of II iialioiial character, such as 
would coiicerti tho people of Canada as a 
whole, such as wimld concern the pro- 
! eiiices ill t)ie aggregate, and not merely a 
I p'irtiiui of the IDoniinion or of a province. 
Iu Leprohon vs. the city of Ottawa, 2 
Oiitariaii Appeal.i, jiage o-l't, Justice of 
.'\ppoals Burton aays : — 

"Thu powers delegated to tlie gn\ eiii 
inent of the Ciiited Stales, like those 
granted by the Iniiierial legislature ex- 
clusively to tlie Uoiniiiiou, concern, 
speaking generally, public functions and 
duties of a higher luid more extensive 
order than the remaining pnwfrs wlilcli 
the people reserved to Ihu States govern- 
nicnts. Ill other w<jrds, tho people uii- 
t rusted to the central authority the 
p iwers and functions which wore deemed 
necessary for carrying on the government 
of the Union, whilst thoaa deemed ap- 
propriate for the carrying on tho govern- 
ment uf the individual states were 
reserved to the state authorities." 

Nov, there is an important case decided 
by this court wliicli .seems to iiio to have 
an iiuportant bearing on the subject mat- 
ter under discussion. I refer to the case 
of .Severn and tho Queen, in 2 Oniiada Su- 
preme Court reports jiago, 70. Your 
hu'dships will recollect what was the mat 
ler under discu.saiuu there, namely, 
whether uiidi r .sccticjii 02, suli-sectioii 1), 
tho province could iuiposo liconao fees 
upon poraoiis manufacturing beer, not so 
imich in respect to the sale of it, Init iu 
respect to tlie manufacture of it, and your 
hurbliips riglitly held that .that could not 
be done, but iu the course of your lord- 
sliips' judgment in that case not a siigges- 
tiiiii was ever made, but that 1 ho regula- 
tiiui of tho liquor Irallic remained with 
tiie provinces. On the contrary, much 
tiiat woa said in that case by ^he judges 
goes to show that the regulation of tho 
liquor truQ'c rested with tho provinces. 
l''or inalanc;i. Chief Justice Richards at 
page !)2, says : — 

. In some of the provinces n. portion of 
the monoya from shop, saloon, and tavern 
licenaes (and perhaps ulso auctioneers' 



licenses) formed part of tho provincial 
revenue. The mentioning of thsae by 
name shows that the power to logialalu us 
to them was intended to be given to tho 
local legislatures, and thus to interfere 
with what would otherwiso have been the 
oxclusivo right of the Doiiiiiiioii parlia- 
ment tu legislate on the stibjeet. Those 
were matters in which the municipalities 
were peculiarly interested, and as to 
which the local authorities would be much 
more likoly to work out tho law in a satis- 
factory manner. In fact, as to the 'other 
licoiiaos' tho Dominion parlianioiiL would 
be meddling with parish luisiiieaa if they 
undertook to lugislato aboiii them. Wo 
can therefore see very good reasons why 
tlieae licenses as to local and municipal 
matters should be under tho control of 
tho local legislatures, and equally good 
reasiuis why, as regards licenses for such 
matters aa wouhl bu likely to alb'ct trade 
and coinmorco and the reveiiiio derivable 
from the excise and uiistouis, these latter 
affecting great and paramount interests, 
no oxprusa power was given to the local 
legislatures." 

Then, tho present chief justice of this 
court, at pajje 'J9, says : 

"I cannot think ii was iuteiidetl to con- 
fine the powers of the loi'al legislature for 
the raising of a revi-iiue for provincial pur- 
poses, to licenses of a purely muuiciiial 
character graiiti'd, most frei|iiently, rather 
with a view to pidiee regulations lhan for 
puriioses of revenue, and which, when 
granted for thii latter olijeet could hardly be 
supposed to be more than aileipiate for local 
and municipal purposes. I think the power 
given under sub-soctiou U should be con- 
strued as intended to furnish the local Icffis- 
lature with the uieana of raising u Bubstau- 
tial reveuue for provincial pwiioses from 
all such licenses as at the tiuu-of confedera- 
tion Were granted in the now lloniiiiion, 
eitLei '.A (....vineiid eu' mu nieipa! authority. " 

His lordship, J ustice Strong at [lagi' lOo, 
says : — 

"It wasalso conte-iidi'd by counsel for Ihe 
respmidi'iit that uiuli'i the wurds 'muiiiei- 
pal institutions in the piovinei',' which 
couslitute sub-siH'tiou ',1 of seetion '.12. or 
umler sub-section Iti of Ihe same secticui, 
which gives legislative power 'in all malti rs 
of a merely local or private nature in the 
province,' the provincial legishitures pusses 
authority to legislate iu oxurcfse of what 
Aniorican authorilijs have conveniently 
termed tlie 'jiolice power' — meaning a 
powi'r to legislate respei'tiug ferrys, niailo ts, 
fares to be charged for vehirles let for hire, 
the regulation of the retail sale of spirils 
and liquor, and on a number of otlier cog- 
nate but indellnito subjects, which, in all 
ciiuiitries where the English niunieipal sys- 
tem or anything resembling it, jirevails, 
have been generiilly regarded anil dealt with 
as subjocta of municipal regulations. With- 
out exiiressing any opinion as to tho sound- 
ness of this arguinout, I am of opinion that, 
even if it was entitled to prevail, it could 
not warrant the iiupositiou of a license tax 
upon the inanufaeture or whoh-sabi sale of 
beer, any more than it would .'iiithoii/.e a 
similar tax uixni any other manufacture or 
couiiuerce by wholeside. " 

And his lordship .Justice Tascliercaii, at 
page 11,0, says: — "Hut these words" (that 
is class 'J) "may and must mean all mat- 
ters and regulations of police and tlie'l''^'"' 
governiiieiit of those saloons, taverns, auc- I 
tioiieers, itc. " I 

Now, you will observe tliere are no apt j 
words ill tho H. N, A. Act t.i deprive the | 
provinces of iiowers and rights iisu'illy | 
held by local authorities — of what, unless 
it be taken away from tluuu, were powers 
of a local nature, lo bo exorcised with re I 
foreuce to the localities. 'I'liere are cer j 
taiiily no such wonls in secti..ii IM ef the 
H. N. A. .'Vet, while the words I have ad- 
verted to in section 92 go most strongly 
and coucluaivol V to show that these m.-il - 
tui'M, Doing ot a local nature, rest with the 
provinces. Now, any other contention 
would, as h.18 been already pointed (uit hy 
my learned friends from ( lulari.i swcp 
into llie power of the IJominion |iarliami'nt 
every class of subject wliich is assigned 
exclusively to iheh.cal Icgislat ure.i. I If 
the scores, yes hundreds of classes of sub- 
jeeti L'iveii by the Act of 1881 to Ihe 
miinicipalitiea in British Columbia— 1 ilo 
not Hup[)oae there is one of them in re 
spect to which it might not li.' said thai in 
some way or other incidentally it ath'cted 
tradoaud coiiiiucice. There is no doubt
